N, Nov. 9.—With an assembly 
of delegates numbering nearly five 
hundred, the American Federation of 
Labor today opened in Faneuil Hall its 
twenty-third annual convention. Pres- 
ident Gompers called the convention to 
order. The adoption of a resolution 
that the delegates while in Boston pur- 
chase newspapers from. the Boston 
wnion newsboys, was followed by a se- 
ries of resolutions bearing upon union 
cigars, union-made clothing and other 
like matters. These motions were de- 
clared to be out of order. At the after- 
noon session President Gompers deliv- 
ered his annua! address. 

President Gompers reported § that 
méver before has there been such uni- 
form growth in unionism as during the 
past year. The American Federation 
of Labor has issued pew charters as 
foliows: International unions, 20; State 
federations, 3; central labor unions, 171; 
local trede unions and federal labor 
unions, 11,398. The gain in membership 
has been 442,100. Under the head of 
“Industrial Activity and Reaction,” 
President Gompers said: . 

“There are indications. that the era 
ef tndustrial activity which we have 
enjoyed during the past few years has 
reached its flood tide, and that 
there is now somewhat of a reaction. 
Already we see some contraction of tn- 
@ustry by which workmen have been 
rendered idic. It is true that the change 
is not pronounced, but it is sufficiently 
evident for notice and deserves our 
consideration. More especially should 
this receive our attention since quite 
recently. acting upon the cue given by 
our most pronounced antagonista, the 
capitalistic press has endeavored to 
place upon our movement the respon- 
sibility for the industrial reaction. 

“Of course, to the thinking, observ- 
ing men, the insinuation or charge wii! 
have no effect. We understand, as ev- 
ery student and intelligent trade union- 
ist understands, that under our prescnt 
e. ‘om periods of Industriei 
ectivity and stagnation are equally nat- 
ural. That a reaction did not set in 
gooner or that it has not become acute, 
fe due more than any other cause to 
She organized labor movement. 

“Our movement has increased wages. 
shortened the hours of labor, and oth- 
@rwise improved the conditions of the 
toliers; in-other words, has made tre 
workers greater consumers of the 
things that have béen produced. 

“At this time it is difficult to fore- 
gee the extent to which the industrial 
Teaction may reach, although it is 
quite evident that it is not likely to 
become so prolonged or so intense as 
previous industrial stagnations or 
crises. Yet it is well for us ta view the 
* Situation as it is, and as it may be- 
come, and to consider calmly the course 
which we should pursue to meet it.

ON IN COLORADO.

OVER TEN THOUSAND MEN IDLE 
IN CENTENNIAL STATE. 
| 
United Mine Workers Providing Tick- 
ets for Many of the Strikers and Send- 
ing Them to Other Fields—Militia 
Ready for Service. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED Prt¥s—P.M.) 
DENVER, Nov. 9.—More than 10,000 
coal miners in Colorado went on strike 
today for an eight-hour day, Increased 
wages and other concessions. The 
strike was ordered by the national 
executive officers of the United 
Mine Workers of America after the 
coal companies refused to confer with 
union representatives concerning the 

demands of the men. s 
Of the idle men, 6000 are in the 
southern coal fields, 2000 in the north- 
ern coal fields and 1800 in Fremont 
county. One hundred mines have been 
closed down. A few independent prop- 
erties in the northern ceal flelds and 
elsewhere will pot stop work, since 
the operators have agteed to concede 


‘the eight-hour day and also increased 


wages. Less than 1000 miners will re- 
main at work, according to reports 
from the affected districts. 

The Colorado Fuel and iren Com- 
pany, Victor Fuel and Northern Coal 
and Coke companies are the largest 
producers. Practically all of these 
properties have been tied up by the 
action of the miners. However, they 
are making efforts to continue opera- 
tions under the protection of a strong 
guard. It is estimated that there are 
about 140 coal mines in the State, with 
an output of 8,000,000 tons a year and 
about 1,000,000 tons of coke. 

It will be the policy of the United 
Mine Workers to depopulate the va- 
rious coal districts by sending the idle 
men and their’.families to Illinois, 
Indian Territory, Missouri. lowa and 
other States where work could be se- 
cured for them. Some 5000 fares to 
these States had already been ar 
ranged for by the United Mine Work- 
ers and today hundreds of the strik- 
ers are on their way to the new fields.

The trouble arose over Cuff insisting 
on smoking a cigar in the gallery. Po- 
liceman Rose ordered him to desist, but 


he refused. The oo. took the 
cigar away from Cuff after a struggle. 
Cuff left the theater emo vengeance. 


He returned shortly with a revoiver 
and waited until the performance was 
over. Rose was the first man out of the 
operahouse. As he stopped outside Cuff 
began firing. The first shots m 


struck him in the head, killing him in- 
stantly. Other policemen ap in 
a moment, and a general fusillade fol- 
The panic-stricken theatergoers 
stampeded back into the foyer, me 
and women being trampled in the ma 
rush to get away. Cuff continued fir- 
ing, wounding Chief of Police McGov- 
ern and Special Officer Rose. Cuff then 
started to escape, running around the 
corner of the theater. He was inter- 
cepted at a cide exit by Policeman 
Quinn, who kept up a running fire, 
three bullets taking effect. Cuff fell 
unconscious, and died tn fifteen min-

Although the extra session was 
called for the sole purpose of consid- 
ering the Cuban reciprocity treaty, 
there is little probability that it will 
be confined to that business. The 
crisis at Panama is a matter of such 
vital importance that it can hardly 
escape Congressional consideration, 
although the regular session of the 
Fifty-eighth Congress will begin on 
the first Monday in December. in 
fact, the Panama question was 
brought before the House at the open- 
ing session, yesterday, in the form of 
a resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hitt (Rep.) of Illinois, re- 
questing the President to transmit to 
the House, if not incompatible wi h

Up to the present, no indication of 
serious opposition to the administra- 
tion’s action has developed in either 
house of Congress.

At one of the sessions of the so- 
called National Civic Federation, held 
in Chicago about the middle of Octo- 
ber, John Mitchell spoke on the sub- 
ject of the “open shop.” In the 
course of his observations, Mitchell 
took occasion to denounce, in the 
strongest terms he could command, 
non-unionists and “strike-breakers.” 
The latter he likened to criminals, 
and seemed to be unable to find 
words seyere enough in his vocabu- 
lary with which to excoriate them to 
his satisfaction. 

“The majority of non-unionists,” 
remarked Mitchell, “are not ma- 
licilous;: only at the worst, stupid and 
apathetic. However, there is one 
group of non-unionists, the profes- 
sional strike-breaker, but little re- 
moved from the criminal class. Some 
of these professional strike-breakers,” 
continued Mitchell, “are former 
unionists, men who have been dis- 
honorably discharged from the union, 
cashiered for conduct unbecoming a 
unjonist, if not actually indicted for 
detalcations or for other offenses 
against the laws. © Others have not 
been in the union, and have not ben- 
efited by actual work.” Mitchell also 
expressed the opinion that “with the 
progress of trades unions and their 
growth in strength, there will prob- 
ably be a lessening in the intensity 
against the non-unionist, but no les- 
sening in the policy of exclusion,” 
and decilafed his belief that “trade 
unions have a perfect legal and moral 
right to exclude non-unionists,” but 
that this right “should be exercised 
with the utmost care, and only after 
persuasion has been tried and has 
failed.” 

It is not exactly clear just what 
Mitcheil meant by “the policy of ex- 
clusion.” If his meaning was the ob- 
vious one—their exciusion from mem- 
bership in the unions—it is to be said 
that nobody will be found to question 
that right. The unions have an un- 
doubted right to exclude from their 
membership whomsoever they please, 
or to take into membership whomso- 
ever they please, provided the per- 
sons so taken in are willing. But by 
no process of reasoning can it be 


shown that unions have a right to re- 7] 


fuse admission to a man, and after- 
ward to deny to such man the nat- 
ural right to earn an honest living 
by honest work. This is precisely 
what the unions would-do, if they had 
the power. They would exclude from 
work all persons not members of their 
organizations, and they would admit to 
membership in those organizations 
only such men -as they saw fit. This 
would amount, in effect, to denying to 
whomsoever they pleased the right to 
live. It would be holding the power 
of life or death (in the last analy- 
sis) over those who should incur 
their displeasure, or upon whom, for 
any reason, they might deem it ex- 
pedient to practice “the policy of 
exclusion.” 

If Mitchell means, when he speaks 
of “a perfect Jegal and moral right 
to exclude non-vnionists,” that union- 
ists have a right, moral and legal, to 
drive non-tunionists out of employ- 
ment—or to “exclude” them from 
the benefits of employment—he 
is claiming a “right” which is 
not susceptible of defense upon any 
rational ground. Every man has a 
natural right, which cannot rightfully 
be taken from him, to work for a liv- 
ing, and to enjoy, to the full extent 


-of bis ability, the fruits of his indus- 


try. The men who see ft to join 
themselves together in labor unions 
have no right, legal or moral, to en- 
joy @ monopoy of the labor to be per- 
formed in the world, any more than 
have the men not so joined together. 
They have no better right to “ex- 
clude” non-unionists from employ- 
ment than have non-unionists to de- 
prive them of employment. Any man 
has a perfect right, both legal and 
moral, to accept employment ewhich 
has been abandoned by another man, 
provided the rate of compensation be 
satisfactory to the man accepting such 
employment. Unionists have pre- 
cisely the same rights in this regard 
as non-unionists—no more, no less. 
Why are non-unionists or the 
“strike-breakers” in the eyes of John 
Mitchell, “but Iittle removed from 
the criminal class?’ Because they 


take the positions vacated by strikers. 
Only this and nothing more. Union- 
ists hate the non-unionist because he 
sometimes accepts work which they 
have abandoned; because he takes the 
places of men who have quit work. 
But what do they themselvés do when 
they drive non-unionis's out of em- 
ployment—or, as John Mitchell might 
prefer to put it, “exclude” them? 
Which is the more honest, and the 
farthest removed from criminal ac- 
tion—to drive men out of employment 
for the purpose of getting their places, 
or merely to accept work, after it has 
been refused by other men? It is the 
common custom of union men, where- 
ever they have anything like domi- 
nant power, to drive honest, hard- 
working non-union men out of work, 
by all sorts of methods, fair and un- 
fair (and mostly unfair,) in order that 


| they, the unionists, may secure the 


work from which the non-union men 
are thus “excluded.” 

Who come the nearest to being 
criminals and “scabs”—the men who 
take work which other men have vol- 
untarily abandoned, or the men who 
drive other men out of employment in 
order to get their places? 


A movement is again on foot in New 
York looking to the estabiishment of 
a national] theater and the encourage- 
ment of American playwrights. This 
movement beging just about so often 
and ends quietly in about the same 
place. The American drama is on a 
strictly business basis and is likely to 
remain there. They do some things 
better In France, and the encourace- 
ment of dramatic talent and of wri..re 
for the stage are at least two of those 
things. We may have such an inget!- 
tution seme time as @ national the- 
ater adequately endowed, but ft will 
probably come along vcontempora- 
neously with a union railway station 
in Los Angeles: consequently, it isn’t 
going to be necessary to hurry in or- 
der to keep from being run over and 
trampled under foot by either of 
those “movements.” 


A visiting pedagogue has been heard 
fn criticism of the architecture of the 
school buildings of Los Angeles. In too 
many instances the point ts well taken, 
but so long as we get the right kind of 
teaching within the walls of the un- 
ornate structures, it really doesn’t mat- 
ter so much. When the new Municipa' 
Art Committee is properly organized 
and this busy people gets the time to 
devote to building public structures 
instead of having to rush them through 
to completion in order to accommo- 
date the constant and steady increase 
in the pupilage of the zenith city of 
Suniand, we shall probably do better. 
Let our critics but have a little pa- 
tience with us: and let us try to be 
patient with ourselves. We are grad- 
ually getting there.

The de- 
nomination which ranks next to the 
Methodists in gubernatorial laymen is 
the Presbyterian church, with seven, 
and the Baptist, with six Governors. 
The strength of the Methodist Church 
in politics is not surprising, in view 
of the numbers who follow this faith.

Council Accepts Small Bid‘ for the 
Concession, Owing to the Peculiar

ment was fron the Columbus borax 
mines, in Lockwood Valley. In its re- 
port of this the Gazette says: “The 
workings consist of a 400-foot tunnel 
in the side of the mountain, whica 
taps the minera! dike at 130 feet be- 
low the surface. In this tunnel a 
large chamber has been excavated. It 
is called the “Ribbon Parlor.’ On all 
sides of it seams of the glistening bo- 
rax crystals sparkle like stalactites in 
a cave. In the huge mineral ledge 
the seams or stringers of ore are from 
two to six inches wide, and at the 
eighty-five-foot level in the shaft a 
thirty-inch vein has been uncovered. 
The ore runs 45 per cent. boraic acid. 
The cost of mining and milling is 
about $25 per ton. The railroad com- 
panies get $30 for transportation to 
New Jersey. The Fraser Com- 
pany, whose mine is in the same vi- 
cinity, made its first shipment this 
week. The traction engine hauled a 
load of thirty tons on two wagons.” 
THE AMALIE DISTRICT.

Butcher cAssauited for the 
Offense of Working. 


Attempted Boycolt of Packing 
Houseg is Farcical. 


Empicyirg Bulch:cs Turn Dewn 
Attempis to Make Them 
Oat. 


All the local slaughter-houses are 
Tunning again to the limit of their 
geveral capacities and are turning away 
applicants for work daily. No one 
would know that a butchers’ strike 
was in existence, if it were not for the 
occasional outbreaks of the strikers 
who are living in idleness on the re- 
lief fund of the union, so long as it wij! 
last, and the silly manifestoes issued 
by the Council of Labor from time tc 
time in regard to the progress of the 
strike and the boycott against meat 
markets handling non-union meat. 

UNION WORKER ASSAULTED. 

Last Saturday night, Tony Zillingen. 
@ sausage maker employed in the 
Hinkle Market on North Main street, 
was the victim of an unprovoked 45- 
sault by a gang of union strikers. Zil- 

mn is a member of the union him- 
self, but he is guilty of the heinous 
offens¢, in the eyes of the walking de!l- 
egates, of working im a non-union shop, 
in preference to loafing. After finish- 
ing his day’s work Saturday evening. 
Zillingen met Joe McCarthy, formerly 
employed as “tanker” in Simon 
Maier’s slaughter-house. McCarthy is 
ene of the defeated strikers, and he 
Was accompanied by four or five other 
strikers when the meeting took place 
in a North Main-street saloon. They 
greeted Ziliingen in a friendly man- 
mer and invited him to sit at a table 
with them, and have a glass of beer. 

“T thought I was among friends,” 
in speaking 
a@bout the affair, ‘“‘but before I had 
time to drink my beer. McCarthy leaned 
across the tabi> and said: 

“‘T hear that you claim you are goo 


ehough a butcher to fill any position 


at Maier's slaughter-house from tanker 
wp to superintendent” 

“*Well, I think I am,’ I replied, and 
then McCarthy shouted at me: ‘You 
are nothing but a —— —— scab, any- 
low,’ and with that he hauled off and 
gave me a punch on the mouth with 
h's fist. The blow knocked me off my 
chair, end my forehead was cut by 
coming in contact with the sharp edg: 
of some of the furniture. 

“The attack was so unexpected and 
so Vicious that | was stunned and un- 
able to defend myself. MeCarthy 
Jumped after me as I went down, and 
I don't know how badly he and his 
gang would have beaten me. if the #a- 
loon-keepes and bartender had not 
come to my rescue and siopped = the 
ficht. 

“My dues in the unlon are paid up 
to the first of December. and 1 do not 
consider myself a ‘scab’ for working in 
a shop Where no strike is on. But 
they may cal! it ‘scabbing’ or whatever 
they please: I would rather work any- 
where thah to loaf and draw pay from 
the relief fund as McCarthy and the 
rest of his gang are doing. ‘Those fe!- 
lows have lost their strike. and I am 
so disgusted with the outfit that I 
would go into Mater’s slaughter-house 
and hein him without pay, !f my eerv- 
ices were needed.” 

STRIKERS’ PLACES FILLED. 

Simon Maier reported yesterday thai 
his packing-house is running  full- 
handed in all departmen:s, and he 
turned away three or four applicants 
for work yesterday morning. 

‘The Cud@hy Packing Company also 
has a full force at work In every de- 
partment, and is turning away men 
every day, because al! the places of 
the strikers are filled, and there are no 
Vacancies at present.’ 

The strike has also ceased to worry 
Julius Hauser & Sons long ogo, and the 
meat trade of the entire city was prob- 
edly never in a more satisfactory con- 
Gition than now. The boycott is ap- 
parently not having the least effect on 
any of the retailers. 

The Louls Gentous Packing Company 
its obnoxious union empioyés be- 
fore the trouble in any of the other 

cking-houses occurred, and has not! 

n reinstating any of the discharged 
men. the first this company 
showed its ability to get along withour 
union heip, and in spite of union inter- 
ference. It is true that it stili employs 
several members of the union, but they 
@re allowed to remain only on suffer- 
ance and the promise that they will be 
good. All along the strike has made 
the least impression at the Sentous 
slaughter-house. But now the Coun- 
cll of Labor is attempting to curry fa- 
vor with the Sentous company, and 
conceal the failure of the strike by pre- 
tending that al! differences between 
the company and the union have been 
adjusted. 

FARCICAL STATEMENT. 

After a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Council of Labor an: 
representatives of the strikers yester- 
day, the interesting information was 
given Out that “the difficulties with 
the Louls .Sentous Packing Company 
were settied, and the men now declare 
that they have no further grievance.” 

When a paragraph to this effect. 
published in an evening paper which 
toadies to organized labor and makes 
itself a sort of a mouthpiece for the 
jawsmiths, was called to the attention 
of Edward C. Canet, manager of the 
Gentous company, he sald: 

“So they have no further grievance. 
Weill I am giad to hear that, but just 
to show you what sort of a victory they 
have won, I will tell you that we have 
just imported two men from: El! Paso; 
hired one arrived direct from Europe 
morning and three from Arizona 
Jast week. We have not made any set- 
tlhement whatever with the strikers. 
and have none to make. We rec ize 
no union and fear no boycott. If the 
strikers have ceased to have a griev- 
ance under such conditions, they must 
have come to their senses.” 

NEW BOYCOTT DODGE. 

The Council of Labor's boycott order 
egainst meat handled by non-union 
butchers heaving proved as ineffective as 
the strike of union butchers, a scheme 
is now being worked to get some of the 
non-union or open shops to unionize 
their establishments, on promise of ge:- 
ting them the trade of all the union 
restaurants. Fred Hinkle is at least 
one prominent retailer who has re- 
ceived and spurned sch an offer. 
There are others who heve given the 
committee making the proposal the 
fame sort of reception.

TALKS WITH 
TRAVELERS. 


Henry L. ub, a German scientist 
who bas n traveling through the 
southwestern part of the United States, 
believes that in Western America lies 
the field for scientific experimen: and 
practice in the twentieth century. 

Said he, vesterday:. “The science of 
the future will be economic. In the 
past, as when children are trying all 
sorts of nonsensical experiments with 
a new toy, men have played with great 
discoveries, and have spent time in 
vain theoriging, rather than in putting 
any of thelr valuable finds to the ser- 
vice of mapkind. 

“Beoubenl questions of all sorts will 
find settlement in the next few years 
partially pon the scientific basis. 
Liquid air /has been a pretty thing, but 


in refrigeration, it will seriously affect 
the ice industry, In time. Food ques- 
tions are ¢oming to be of international! 
importance. The day is not very far 
distant when choice virgin agricultural 
lands will not be found anywhere, and 
even now, in great sections of country, 
men are compelled to resort to ferti- 
lizers to produce paying crops. 

“One of the greatest tracts in the 
world is made up of the vartous arid 
lands of these Western States. Irriga- 
tion is going to work wonders here in 
the next two score years, in an immense 
field which might feed the world. Be- 
yond question the farming of the-cem- 
ing generations must be on a scientific 
basis. Just as scientific railway build- 
ing hae made the engineering feats of 
half a century ago seem like gradings 
of country roads, so will scientific farm- 
ing make the haphazard systems of 
yesterday seem as incongruous as the 
rank sproutings of a weed patch. 

“In the distribution of breadstuffs 
and staples, Californja is bound to play 
a part, it seems to me.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Nov. 8—The Phoe- 
nix and Maricopa County Board of 
Trade has taken up the investigation 
of the Verde Power and Water Com- 
pany, successor to the Rio Verde Canal 
Company. The corporation claims 
vested rights to the storm waters of 
the Verde River, to be applied to the 
irrigation of about $150,000 acres of ex- 
cellent lend lying along what is prac- 
tically the northern edge of the Salt 
River Valley. The greater part of the 
land lies within what is picturesquely 
known through the company’s ltera- 
ture as “Paradise Valiey,”’ #0-called, 
possibly, because it undeniably could 
be made a paradise were there an 
abundance of water for its irrigation. 
At the presc time all tne jands un-

unwatered and desert. 

The company has spent something 
over $100,000 upon actual construction 
work. An expensive tunnel has been 
built, through which to divert the 
waters of the Gila during the construc- 
ich of the “Iforsesnoe Reservoir,” 
twenty miles or so above McDowell, 
and twenty miles of canal has been 
dug across Paradise Vaiiev. one

Southwest, and Texas in particular, is 
receiving its share of immigration, 
proper recognition from the commer- 
cial world, and a large slice of pros- 
perity. The Lone Star State is no 
longer known as a place of refuge for 
outcasts and criminals—a sort of sec- 
ond and aggravated edition of hell— 
but more for its fine fruits and vege- 
tables, for ita blooded stock, its cotton, 
wheat, corn, }ice, and numerous other 
soil products, as well as for oil, coal, 
iron, and fine building stone. 
Commercially, Texas is becoming 
great, and the number of things that 
can be grown here is becoming larger 
every year. Eastern Texas can pro- 
duce an excellent tobacco, equal te the 
weed of famous Ciba. Southwestern 
Texas is making successful experi- 
ments in the growing of tea, and the 
ie now famous for its 


peaches and other fruits, Central and 
Northern Texas for immense cotton, 
wheat and corn flelds, and the extreme 
western part of the State boasts of its 
great cattle, sheep and goat ranches. 

Much of the: products of Texas, 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory. Kansas 
and Nebraska finds its way East or to 
foreign countries through Galveston. 
Since this city became the ttfansfer

We are offering these water rights to 
Christian peopic, who, on cullivation 
or sale of the land, will be glad to de- 
vote a portion of the profit to the ex- 
tension of tbe Lords kingdom. The 
profits will be large.”

four others, and with an immense ter- 
ritory now developing rapidly, Galves- 
ton certainly seems destined to ad- 
vance in greatness and commercial 
importance. The people are building 
three and a half miles of seawall for 
protection against the waves in time 
of storm. and this statement of what 
is going on at the Texas port is a key 
to the situation in the entire State. 

The cotton crop has been short due 
to the ravages of the boll weevil, but 
the movement has been heavy during 
the past month. By reason of high 
prices, the farmer is receiving more 
money for his short crop than he did 
last year and the year before, when he 
picked more of the lint. The cotton 
season begins September 1, bu: owing 
to the lateness of the crop the imove- 
ment did not begin until the middle of 
the month. Since that time 686,169 
bales of the staple have been received 
at this port and 398,083 bales exported 
to foreign countries. Exports coast- 
wise during the same period have 
amounted to 126,345 bales. Exports of 
grain during September and October 
have amounted to 5,238,631 bushels of 
wheat and 404,743 bushels of corn. 

SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

As an illustration of the enormous 
business transacted through the port 
of Galveston, the total value of foreign 
exports for the last week of October 
alone amounted, approximately, to 
$13,000,000, the total value of all freight 
|handled at the port for the last fiscal 
year amounting to -447,310,70. 

October was a record breaker at the 
port. On October 22 the steamship 
European passed over the bar drawing 
26 feet 11 inches of water, the record 
by 8 inches. 

On October 26 the American steamer 
Massachusetts cleared for Havre with 
a cargo valued at $1,285,228, the most 
valuable on record. 

On October 27 the cotton receipts at 
the port were 44,984 bales, the greatest 
record by 10,700 bales. 

On October 3% cotton receipts for the 
weck were 145,364 bales, the largest on 
record. 

On October 31 total clearances for 
the week were 229,671 bales, the great- 
est on record. 

On October 231 thirteen foreign 
steamers and one coastwise cleared the 
port with cargo, the greatest number 


on record. 

On October 31 the week ended with 
total value of forcign exports amount- 
ing to approximately $13,000,000, the 
greatest week in the port's history. 

Such is the index of the prosperity 
of the State, which, according to gov- 
ernment figures, is exceeded in its 
foreign export business only by New 
York and New Orieans.

purchased through them. Owing to the 
severity of the Japanese law respecting 
trade-mark infringements, the dealers 
throughout that country are in a very 
much disturbed condition as to their 
Status in the matter: those having 
stock on hand are afreid to se!!, and 
those without goode on hand naturally 
refuse or fear to buy while such a seri- 
ous question is pending. This appears to 
be nothing less taan blackmali, and 
is very important for the protection of 
American manufacturers that they 
should at once register their trade 
marks in Japan in their own names. 
This costs about $30, and the registra- 
tion requires a resident agent, who only 
represents the manufacturer before the 
Patent Office, and need not ne: ‘erearily 
handle the goods. In fact, it is degira- 
bie thag the commercta! interests and 
the maiter of trade-mark represe¢nta- 
tion be kept separate. The’ Japanese 
are great imitators, and it is very im- 


portant that manufacturers § should 
properly Protect their trade marks 
without further delay, for this is con- 


sidered by those best informed as but 
an entering wedge in what may prove 
to be a matter of great moment. The 
sitvation is so serious, that there is no 
question of the necessity for immediate 
and united action on te part of all 
ranufacturers interested in the Jap- 
anese trade.

That is why the labor unfons would 
like to see the bureau abolished or 
Manager Wilson ousted from his job. 

The position, although paying $100 a 
month, is not a very remunerative one, 
for the manager must pay out of his 
salary his office rent, telephone 
charge, etc. The bureau is located abd 
No. 217 East Second street, and no 
charge is made for finding any man 
out of work such employment as he 
is willing to take.

MAIN LINE DIVISION. 


Santa Fe to Invade Southern Pacific 
erriteory—Arisona Officials Fighting 
Charges of Corruption—Important Ir- 
rigation Projects on Foot. , 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PHOENIX (Aris.) Nov. 6.—The 

Maricopa and Phoenix Railway has 
been absorbed by the Southern Pacific 
Company and will be operated here- 
after as a part of the Arizona division 
of the main line, under charge of Su- 
perintendent Jones at Tucson. It is 
understood that the main offices of 
the Maricopa and Proenix, in San Fran- 
cisco, will be abolished and with them 
the positions of president and secre- 
tary, held respectively by Francis Cut- 
ting and F. I. Kendall. Superintend- 
ent Bicknell will undoubtedly be held 
in Phoenix as general agent. For sev- 
eral years he was traveling agent for 
the Southern Pacific, with headquar- 
ters in El Paso. 

The road was built, with the ald o 
a county subsidy, in 1887 The orig- 
inal thirty-five-mile line, from Mari- 
copa to Phoenix, was added to a few 
years ago, a seven-mile spur being 
built from Tempe to Mesa. At the time 
of the road's construction it was un- 
derstood that 61 per cenj. of the stock 
Was taken. by the Southern Pacific 


company and that the line could be ac- 
quired by the larger corporation at 
any time. Many important improve- 
ments have been made in the local 
road, including new steel and ties, the 
beginning of expensive bridges over 
the Salt and Gila rivers and the ex- 
tension of the track to new depot 
grounds near the center of Phoenix. 
There are indications of a possible 
new line to Buckeye, thirty-five miles 
west of Phoenix, from which point the 
Southern Pac could readily be 
reached at or near Sentinel station, 
cutting off nearly fifty miles of the

FIGHTING BRIBERY CHARGES. 


Ex-Surveyor-General H. H. Price and 
his former chief clerk, W E. Mur- 
phey, have been successful thus far in 
their fight in the courts against the 
charges affecting their integrity in of- 
fice. They were jointly indicted, on 
eleven counts, covering ex- 
tortion, conspiracy and the acceptance 
of bribes. Six of the indictments 
were demurred out of court, leaving 
the five bribery cases. Under direction 
of the United States Attorney, the 
United States grand jury at once re- 
turned amended and corrected \indict- 
ments covering the cases succeasfully 
demurred to. 

Again Chief Justice Kent has sus- 
tained demurrers to these same six 
indictments, which to have 
been returned by the grand jury with- 
out the formality of again examining 
the witnesses on whose evidence ,the 
indictments were originally found. In 
fact, the attorneys for the defense 
found eight serious-looking flaws in 
the manner in which the grand jury 
had found the new indictments. The 
United States Attorney was granted 
permission to lay the cases before the 
next grand jury, that for the term 
having been disc Defendants 
pleaded not guilty to the charges of 
soliciting or accepting bribes, and the 
cases were set for trial November 9,
